Am! other town council notes 


Authority official 

The final step in the organi¬ 
zation of the Didsbury and area 
Fire Authority was taken last 
week when town council passed 
a bylaw to make the 
regionalization complete. 

Discussion has taken place 
between Mountain View County 
and the Town of Didsbury since 
late last year regarding the crea¬ 
tion of the Authority and pro¬ 
posals have gone back and forth 
a number of times. Finally, all 
of the necessary revisions have 
been made and the negotiations 
have completed, and the bylaw 
was the last step in the process. 
The same bylaw was carried at 
the last county council meeting 
making the joint relationship 
complete. 

The Didsbury Fire Author¬ 
ity, with two members from each 
council and one member-at-large 
from each council, will now act 
as the decision making body for 
the local fire department. It will 
jointly control the performance, 
operation and the use of the fire 
service in the town of Didsbury 
and the portion of the county in 
the Didsbury fire protection 
area. 

In addition, the necessary 
paperwork has been signed and 
Peter Versulys and Gord Quantz 
have been appointed as the town 
representatives. Council encour¬ 
aged both appointees to con¬ 
sider seeking the position of 
chairman on the authority dur¬ 
ing their organizational meet¬ 
ing. 


Parking problems 

The Lion's Club of Didsbury 
has asked council to consider to 
install Bus Stop Zones in the 
business district to allow for the 
parking of the Lion's Handi- 
Bus which transports seniors 
and others who require the serv¬ 
ice downtown to do business. 
The council has agreed and has 
designated a new handicap/ 
handibus parking space paral¬ 
lel to the sidewalk adjacent to 
the north side of the Didsbury 
Dental Centre. The existing 
handicap parking zone on the 
north side of Didsbury Drugs 
will also be marked as a handi- 
cap/handibus zone, and a new 
handibus zone will be posted in 


front of Home Hardware. 


Cemetery changes 

As a result of a session held 
by the Province regarding re¬ 
cent changes to the Cemetery 
Act, the council changed their 
bylaws regarding the site to fit 
into the new guidelines. Some of 
those changes include a clause 
that indicates the town must 
pay 85% of the market value of 
a plot at the date of resale in the 
case where a reserved plot is 
sold back to the town. Also, in 
the case where the owners of a 
monument of stone are not 
known, and a removal or repair 
of it is necessary, the town must 
place an ad in the local newspa¬ 
per prior to the removal or re¬ 
pair of such a monument. The 
bylaw changes were unani¬ 
mously carried by councillors. 


Which way to go 

The Public Works Depart¬ 
ment will be installing signs to 
point the direction towards the 
local recycling depot and the 
Town's Public Works Yard. The 
signs will be installed at 20 Ave. 
and Highway 582 to direct traffic 
down 19 St. to those facilities so 
that they may be more visible. 


Encroach or not 

Discussion regarding an en¬ 
croachment agreement with a 
resident of town led to into dis¬ 
cussion about signing such 
agreements. Town development 
officer asked that council pro¬ 
vide some direction to his de¬ 
partment whether he should be 
entering into these types of agree¬ 
ments when residents’ property 
encroaches on town property, 
or if he should be encouraging 
the problem to be fixed. In the 
case that came before council, 
the public works department 
and the development department 
believed that such an agreement 
should not be signed because 
the encroachment into a town 
park could create problems in 
the future. However, the resi¬ 
dents were trying to sell their 
property and were unable to 
obtain a compliance report for 
the bank and legal parts of a 
sale until the issue had been 
resolved. The residents plead 
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their case to the town stating 
that they had already moved 
and the ground was too frozen 
to move the shed and the fence 
before trying to sell the prop¬ 
erty. The council agreed to an 
encroachment agreement due to 
circumstances, but stated that 
they would be taking a more 
serious look at these arrange¬ 
ments in the future. 


Bad debts 

The town was forced to write 
off a total of $8433.75 that has 
resulted from outstanding taxes 
and mobile home licence fees on 
five properties in the local mo¬ 
bile home park. 

It was explained that there 
was no way to find the people 
who owe the money because the 
mobile homes have been moved 
out of town, and the services of 
a collection agency has sought 
to collect to no avail. 

Sandra King, assistant CAO 
explained to council that she 
believed new legislation has 
changed the way mobile homes 
can be treated, and should re¬ 
sult in fewer of these types of 
problems in the future. 

However, the bad debts that 
had to be written off were before 
the new legislation had taken 
effect. 

"We do still have a number of 
trailers in arrears and with new 
legislation we have the author¬ 
ity to seize (the trailers) and we 
will pursue that," said King. 


The Catholic Church, who 
has been in the process of subdi¬ 
viding some of their property, 
has asked council for an exten¬ 
sion of time before they com¬ 
plete the subdivision and sale. 

Council granted six months 
extension for the project. 


Pin prohelms 

Council has distributed so 
many town pins lately that a 
couple of pin requests that came 
to council table had to be denied 
because there are no pins left. 

Sandra King explained that 
she has ordered more, but they 
have not yet arrived. 


Games drop off 

During the Alberta Seniors' 
Games the town has allowed for 
school buses to pick up and drop 
off participants of the games to 
individual residences in town. 


Barn beware 

The old horse barns west of 
the curling arena have been re¬ 
moved, and now council has 
agreed that it would be safest to 
pour gravel over the site and 
have approved a $1200 expendi¬ 
ture to do so. 


Snowbirds in the sky 

The Red Deer Air show has 
asked the council's permission 
for the Snowbirds to fly over 
Didsbury airspace during the 
Red Deer International Air show 
on July 30, 31 and August 1. 


Ambulance appointment 

Peter Versulys has been ap¬ 
pointed by council to serve on a 
committee that will review am¬ 
bulance services in the area. He 
will serve together with repre¬ 
sentatives from other towns and 
the county. 

"It is a major review of our 
ambulance services," said CAO 
Evan Parliament.

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Authority assumes 
responsibility for CFS

They are trying to make the transition of Child and Family 
Services as smooth as possible, as the official change of hands 
nears completion. 

The newly formed Region 5 Child and Family Services Author¬ 
ity (no relation to Regional Health Authority Five) will officially 
assume responsibility on April 1. 

This means that the theological redesign that has been taking 
place over the past three years, has come to being. 

This means within the next few months, the region will be 
taking on one of its first priority tasks, and that is to set up 
individual offices and work sites in the communities around the 
region. 

The Didsbury area resource centre is planned to consist of one 
community resource coordinator, three social workers, a half-time 
special needs coordinator, and two administrative support staff. 

This is the first major step the newly formed authority will 
undertake, and its goal is to make it as seamless as possible. 

According to the CFS authority’s new CEO, Jon Reeves, this step 
is one of the most important. 

"One of our main priorities over the next few months will be to set 
up the Authority's offices and work sites. As this proceeds, we will 
be giving ample notice of changes that do occur so that services are 
not disrupted and that children are still protected," says Reeves. 

The new authority was given rise out of a review undertaken by 
the province of Child and Family Services in the province of 
Alberta. 

The review began with taking a hard look at the present system 
and how communities and families have more input into the 
function of that system. Then, after a number of public meetings 
and consultations with special interest groups, a document called 
"Lots of Hugs" was drawn that outlined exactly what is needed by 
those using the service. 

Lots of Hugs was circulated again to the stakeholders, and from 
the input received a final draft of the redesign in this area was 
completed. The ideology behind the plan is to have a single point of 
entiy for anyone who needs to access any service. 

Included in that draft was a three year business plan that had to 
be sent to the province for approval. The business plan outlines year 
by year how the transition will be made over the next three years, to 
make the new authority completely autonomous. 

The assumption of the responsibility for services is the first step, 
but it will all take time. 

"We are assuming responsibility for the services, but the actual 
transition of services and the establishment of the new services sites 
will not be completed April 1," says Reeves. 'We are, therefore, asking 
people to continue to contact the same social workers, the same 
supervisors, and the same offices for services. Where specific service 
changes occur, we will make sure that people impacted are made 
aware of the changes and have time to integrate those changes into 
their daily activities." 

Besides the creation of the Region Five Child and Family Services 
Authority that came out of the program review, it was also 
determined that individuals in the community with interests in 
children needed to play a major role in keeping the new system viable. 

Therefore, the plan is to set up a number of community councils 
around the region constructed of people in each area who are willing 
to know and understand how each program and service works in 
their own community. 

Members of the CFS community were in Didsbury last month 
asking for names of people who would be willing to sit on such a 
council, which would meet a couple of times each year.

81. 

The concept for C-219 origi¬ 
nated in August 1996 at the 
annual general meeting of the 
Canadian Association of Chief s 
of Police. 

One of the resolutions re¬ 
ceiving unanimous support 
was to add a minimum jail 
sentence when a stolen motor 
vehicle is used in the commis¬ 
sion of a crime. 

My Bill would have put the 
Police Chiefs resolution into 
practice. It would have clearly 
served as a deterrent to those 
considering these types of 
criminal acts. 

I received letters of support 
from the Canadian Police As¬ 
sociation, Canadian Resource 
Centre for the Victims of 
Crime, and the Insurance 
Council of Canada. They all 
recognized the importance of 
this initiative, too bad the Lib¬ 
erals didn't. 

On the same day, the Liber¬ 
als chose to join with the NDP 
in ramming through a motion 
supporting the adoption of a 
financial transaction tax. Ex- 
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perts estimate that this finan¬ 
cial transaction tax would 
raise $1.5 trillion, nearly the 
size of the Canadian economy. 

The super-UN tax, other¬ 
wise known as the Tobin tax, 
is one of the most hairbrained 
ideas ever to emerge from Ot¬ 
tawa. 

It has absolutely no chance 
of being adopted or enforced 


by other countries. Clearly 
this proposal would result in 
the world's largest tax increase.

Health care funding 

Ensuring Albertans have access to 
health services when they need them is 
the major focus of the 1999-2000 health 
budget and business plan. Reflecting the 
key directions coming out of the recent 
Health Summit, there is increased fund¬ 
ing to address the short form pressures 
facing the health system and to maintain 
a quality publicly funded system over the 
longer-term. 

Albertans want to know that the health 
care system will be there when they need 
services. Our government has listened to 
concerns raised about accessibility and is 
very aware of the continuing strains on the resources available to 
support Alberta's health system. To address these issued, health 
spending will increase by $935 million to $5.40 billion, an increase of 
21% over the next three years. Total health spending in 1999-2000 
will be $4.85 billion, an increase of 8.7% or $386 million over the 
longer term. 

Increased health spending is being directed at increasing front¬ 
line staff and front-line services. Examples of these services would 
be in areas such as emergency wards, long-term care and home care. 
It will enable the system to address longer that acceptable waiting 
times for procedures by significantly increasing the number of key 
surgeries performed. 

With the additional funding, regional health authorities will hire 
at least an additional 1,000 full-time, front-line staff in the coming 
year. Examples of front-line workers may include such professionals 
as; registered nurses, registered psychiatric nurses, licensed practi¬ 
cal nurses, dieticians, occupational therapists, physical therapists, 
speech language pathologists, assistants and aides, porters and 
social workers. 

Our government realizes that front-line staff have experienced 
pressures as a result of the increased demand for services from an 
increasing population. The additional funding will address these 
difficulties and result in enhanced health professionals working 
within the system. 

As in any health system, the costs of hospitals, equipment and 
drugs can be very expensive. But most of the costs of our health 
system involve people - doctors, nurses, health workers, support 
staff, chiropractors, physiotherapists... and the list goes on. 

Over 70% of total health spending for regional health authorities 
is for labour costs. In Alberta, we ll spend over $965 million on 
medical services or practitioner services, which is about 20% of the 
total health budget. 

A key area that Albertans will see improvements in is the areas of 
Province-Wide services. These are the key life-saving procedures 
that are performed primarily in Edmonton and Calgary. Funding for 
this important area will rise by 13.3%, or by $30.1 million. This will 
increase major surgeries such as angioplasties, coronary bypasses, 
bone-marrow transplants, craniotomies, cardiac valve procedures 
and kidney dialysis treatments. 

A new initiative in this year's budget is the launch of a $6 million 
program to help support the cost of drugs for short-term acute care 
patients returning to a home setting. Another increase with respect 
to drug funding is reflected in the $24 million, or 10.8% increase to 
the Blue Cross Drug Benefit Program. This will bring the 1999-2000 
spending on the Blue Cross Program to $245.3 million and will help 
to deal with such issues as the increasing cost of new drugs and 
increased use of drugs. 

All in all, these increases will meet our government's commitment 
to match federal health spending increases; meet our government's 
commitment to address health system pressures and meet our 
government's commitment to ensuring all Albertans have access to 
a quality, publicly funded health system.

Parents must take control ot television viewing In their home 


QUESTION: I am concerned about the impact of television in our 
home. How can we control it without resorting to dictatorial rules and 
regulations? 

DR. DOBSON: It seems that we have three objectives as parents. First, 
we want to monitor the quality of the programs our children watch. 
Second, we want to regulate the quantity of television they see. Even good 
programs may have an undesirable influence on the rest of children’s 
activities if they spend too much time watching them. Third, we should 
include the entire family in establishing a TV policy. 

I read about a system recently that is very effective in accomplishing all 
three of these purposes. The first step is to have parents sit down with the 
children and agree upon a list of approved programs that are appropriate 
for each age level. Then type that list (or at least write it clearly) and 
enclose it in clear plastic so it can be referred to throughout the week. 

Next, either purchase or make a roll of tickets. Issue each child 10 
tickets per week, and let him or her use them to "buy" the privilege of 
watching the programs on the approved list. When the tickets are gone, 
television viewing is over for that week. This teaches a child to be 
discriminating about what is watched. A maximum of 10 hours of viewing 


per week might be an appropriate place to start, compared with the national 
average of 40 to 50 hours per week. That's far too much, especially for an 
elementary school child. 

This system can be modified to fit individual home situations or circum¬ 
stances. If there's a special program that all the children want to see, such 
as a feature broadcast or a holiday program during Christmas and Thanks¬ 
giving, you can issue more tickets. 

You might also give extra tickets as rewards for achievement or some 
other laudable behavior. 

The real test will occur when parents reveal whether or not they have the 
courage to put 
themselves on 
that limited 
system, too.

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Consultations on 
intensive livestock 
to be extended 

Further consultations will take place on the proposed 
legislation governing intensive livestock operations, Ed 
Stelmach, the Minister of Agriculture, Food and Rural Devel¬ 
opment, last week. 

"This is a complex issue, and I have heard from many 
municipalities and industry leaders that more work is required 
to reach a consensus, " said the Minister. "As well, I know that 
it's important for people to see the full package of proposed 
draft legislation, regulations and standards for this session 
and have accepted the recommendation of the Livestock Regu¬ 
lations Stakeholder Advisory Group (LRSAG) that there be 
another round of consultations. 

"Overall, people seem to think that we are on the right track, 
but we need to get more consensus on provisions such as 
threshold numbers, municipal involvement and enforcement," 
said Aaron Falkenberg, co-chair of the Advisory Group that is 
making recommendations to the Minister on the Proposed 
regulatory framework for livestock operations. "That's why 
we made the recommendation to the Minister that we continue 
to work with those involved in the process. We re pleased that 
the Minister has accepted our recommendation." 

The LRSAG will be meeting to continue discussing the 
results of the latest consultations and encourages interested 
parties to work with the committee and its members. The 
Group wants to make sure that when it next consults with 
producers, municipalities and the public that the complete 
legislative package, including Acts, regulations and stand¬ 
ards, is available for review. 

"It's always been the Advisory Group's goal to reach consen¬ 
sus on the regulatory framework and that process takes time," 
said Mr. Falkenberg. "We have a wide range of opinions 
around the table and we've got to take everyone's point of view 
into consideration if we want to develop a regulatory system 
that has broad public and producer support. We're confident 
that, at the end of the day we'll have a workable regulatory 
system."

Vanclief announces framework for adaptation 
and rural development funding 


Agriculture and Agri-Food 
Minister Lyle Vanclief today 
reaffirmed the federal govern¬ 
ment's commitment to the Ca¬ 
nadian Adaptation and Rural 
Development (CARD) fund and 
provided a framework for how 
over the next four years the 
program will build on its his¬ 
tory of success. 

"Since its creation in 1995, 
the CARD fund has been an 
extremely important compo¬ 
nent in the Government of 
Canada's approach to agricul¬ 
ture and agri-food," said 
Vanclief. "CARD had invested 
more than $240 million to pro¬ 
mote jobs and a strong 
economy in rural Canada and 
help the industry adapt and 
grow in the face of challenges 
posed by a rapidly changing 
world economy. The future 
holds new opportunities, and 


the program has shifted its 
funding priorities to reflect 
this." 

The $60-million-a-year 
CARD fund now focuses on six 
adaptation policy priorities: 
research/innovation; human 
resources; environmental 
sustainability; food safety and 
quality; marketing; and rural 
development. They were iden¬ 
tified during extensive consul¬ 
tations on the CARD program 
with the farm and food sectors 
last year. 

Funding for the environ¬ 
ment will double under the 
new program. Funding for 
research/ innovation and for 
food safety will also increased 
substantially. 

As with the previous CARD 
program, $35 million a year 
will go to national programs 
and $25 million a year be allot¬ 


ted to regional CARD coun¬ 
cils. 

"Extremely successful 
projects were carried out over 
the past four years with fund¬ 
ing from the regional CARD 
councils," said Vanclief. "The 
approach of using industry- 
led councils to manage part of 
the funding was very effec¬ 
tive." 

Industry-led councils in 
each of the provinces and ter¬ 
ritories will manage the $100 
million in regional funding for 
adaptation projects over the 
next four years, as they did 
under the previous CARD pro¬ 
gram. 

Funding will be allocated 
among the councils according 
to a formula that reflects the 
size and value of the sector in 
each province. 

"During consultations, in¬ 


dustry groups asked for a 
transparent and formula-based 
method of funding. This is 
what we have done today," said 
Vanclief. "Our approach rec¬ 
ognizes the Government of 
Canada's goal of treating all 
provinces equitably." 

The formula, which uses Sta¬ 
tistics Canada's data on farm 
cash receipts and value of ship¬ 
ments from processing firms, 
will be phased in over four 
years, with a review of progress 
in the third year. 

The $140-million allocation 
for national programs had 
been designed to meet the needs 
of Canada's agriculture and 
agri-food sector while allow¬ 
ing flexibility for emerging 
priorities. Funding for spe¬ 
cific national programs has 
already been approved. 

Initial national funding for 


the next four years is as fol¬ 
lows: $33 million for innova¬ 
tion, $26 million for develop¬ 
ing human resources; $23 mil¬ 
lion for environmental 
sustainability, $19 million for 
food safety and quality; $16 
million for marketing; and $4 
million for rural development. 
In addition, there is $16 mil¬ 
lion for farm debt mediation 
and farm consultation serv¬ 
ices. 

"CARD had been an ex¬ 
tremely popular program with 
industry in the past and I'm 
very pleased that it will con¬ 
tinue into the new millen¬ 
nium," said Vanclief. 

"The Government of Canada 
is very committed to giving 
agricultural and rural com¬ 
munities the tool they need to 
respond to the forces of 
change." 
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Marketing a farm or agri-business

Regional Advisory Sorvicos 


Many farms offer special 
services that require market¬ 
ing initiatives beyond those 
used for traditional commodi¬ 
ties. Marketing plans can help 
producers to maintain or en¬ 
hance their market. 

"Knowing target audience 
and understanding the ele¬ 
ments and tools used to design 
an effective marketing plan is 
very important to successful 
marketing," says Kerry Engel, 
rural development specialist- 
business, with Alberta Agri¬ 
culture, Food and Rural De¬ 
velopment, Westlock. "The key 
to implementing a successful 


approach is to use flexible and 
affordable techniques that fit 
the product and the target 
audience." 

Elements of a promotional 
plan include: goals, target au¬ 
dience, marketing tools, a mar¬ 
keting calendar and then im¬ 
plementing, monitoring, and 
revising the plan. 

"Goals outline how the busi¬ 
ness will develop, where it will 
be in the future or where it 
will stay socially, economically 
or politically," says Engel. "Ob¬ 
jectives are more concrete. 
They are specific to a single 
factor, such as increasing a 


customer base to 100 at a u- 
pick business or selling five 
more bulls in the next year for 
a cattle operation." 

Identifying the target audi¬ 
ence is a crucial step for suc¬ 
cess. Customers may never be 
reached if those customers are 
not known. For example, if a 
business operator knows that 
the people picking berries at a 
u-pick operation are generally 
women 30 to 60 years old, work¬ 
ing and or living in the closest 
town-this information influ¬ 
ences everything from how and 
where the business is adver¬ 
tised to when the business is 


open. If most of the clients work 
in offices during the day, a late 
night picking, till 8 p.m. may be 
advisable. Advertising may in¬ 
clude distributing brochures to 
the banks and offices in the 
surrounding towns where the 
target audience works. The op¬ 
erator may consider offering 
babysitting on the weekend as a 
value-added service for the busi¬ 
ness' target audience. 

Tactics, the specific market¬ 
ing actions taken to advance a 
goal, could include a slogan, 
logo, personal and impersonal 
marketing. Personal marketing 
tactics may be seminars, per¬ 


sonal selling, networking or 
trade shows. Impersonal mar¬ 
keting tactics could include a 
newsletter, mass media commer¬ 
cials, listing in directories, bro¬ 
chures, media publicity or di¬ 
rect mail. If a business sells 
bulls, offering services to 4-H 
groups and other educational 
events can gain additional expo¬ 
sure and goodwill. The u-pick 
operator could offer seminars 
on gardening in the winter to 
attract more potential custom¬ 
ers to the operation and in¬ 
crease awareness in the local 
area.

Cattle discussion 


Consultations will soon 
begin between Canada and 
the United States that may 
help resolve the American 
countervail investigation. 

As that process pro¬ 
ceeds, there are encourag¬ 
ing signs for Canada. 
Dennis Lay craft, executive 
vice-president of the Cana¬ 
dian Cattlemen’s Associa¬ 
tion (CCA), says the initial 
countervailing tariff inves¬ 
tigation findings are to be 
released May 3. 

His observations are 
promising. 

He concludes, We've 
seen submissions that have 
gone in and they’re very, 
very strong in favor of 
Canada." 

Canada requested World 
Trade Organization (WTO) 
consultations with the 
United States on the 
countervail investigation. 

Laycraft explains that 
there are many reasons for 
this request. They include: 

• answers to the way the 
polling of U.S. cattle pro¬ 
ducers was done to deter¬ 
mine if they had a case. 

•The way U.S. organi¬ 
zations were either in¬ 
cluded or excluded from the 
process, and 

•allegations of Cana¬ 
dian subsidies from the 
wheat board and NISA. 
Canada points out NISA is 
a program which has been 
cleared four times in the 
past in reviews related to 
the hog industry. 

Laycraft points out dis¬ 
cussions with the U.S. 
must start within 30 days. 

"I think everyone would 
like to see this end, and put 
an end to the enormous 
costs to the cattle indus¬ 
tries of both countries," 
adds the CCA representa¬ 
tive. 

International Trade 


Minister Sergio Marchi de¬ 
scribes Canada’s request 
for WTO consultations as 
a strong signal Canada 
continues to insist that the 
United States strictly meet 
its international obliga¬ 
tions in conducting the 
countervail investigation of 
live cattle imports.

1. Do you eat lots of proc¬ 
essed foods? Hidden fat lurks in 
many of them. For instance, a 
half-cup of boiled potatoes has 
only 59 calories, but if the pota¬ 
toes are french fried, the calorie 


count jumps to 228. 

2. Restaurant and takeout 
portions are often much larger 
than serving sizes recommended 
by nutritionists. That "single" 
serving of meat might actually 
count as three or four portions. 

3. The typical North Ameri¬ 
can diet is deficient in fresh 
vegetables and fruits. This robs 
you of vitamins, minerals, and 
fiber.

In Medicine Hat, Whitfield 
again earned the number one 
spot, while another world 
champ, Dan Mortensen, rode 
to victory in the saddle bronc. 
Canadians took the other 
events, with Albert Boyd and 
Bruce Pierson splitting the 
bareback, Auclair topping the 
bull riding, and Jacqueline 
Stojan racing to victory in the 
barrel racing. 

Blaine Pederson has talked 
about slowing down, and even 


retirement, for many years. 

But, once again, he's back 
at the top of the Canadian 
standings, after a win at the 
Medicine Hat Spring Rodeo 
and a shared win at Rodeo 
Royal in Calgary. That puts 
the former world and Cana¬ 
dian steer wrestling champion 
into the number one spot in 


the nation with almost $6,000 
in winnings just four rodeos 
into the 1999 pro rodeo sea¬ 
son. 

Pederson shared his victory 
at Rodeo Royal with another 
veteran bulldogger, Gerald 
Hays, who's looking for a big 
season after a seven-year hia¬ 
tus from the Canadian Finals.
